Can. Garden ‘Ser. 


Dig’ in Rubbish 


There is sucha thing eeping a 
garden too trim and , say the 
authorities, that is pulling out every 
weed and bit of grass and getting 
rid of these via the garbage pail or 
a bonfire, The proper way-to dispose 
of such material is to it. under, 
where it rots down and becomes in- 
conporated with the soil, adding plant 
food and moisture absorbing humus; 
Plowing or digging in the spring and 
turning all such refuse under is the 
Propen method. 

This plowing or digging is also im- 

rtant on its own account, Too much 
emphasis cannot be laid on prelimin- 
ary cultivation, either in the vege- 
table or flower garden, It is much 
easier to destroy weed growth and 
especially persistent things like 
twitch grass and sow thistle by cul- 
tivating thoroughly before seeds are 
sown. Much back-breaking labor in 
weeding can be saved later on and 
the mechanical condition of the soil 
will be improved,

The Farmer Grows for Industry 


I sometimes wonder how many 
farmers realize how great their con- 
tribution to the war effort is. Of 
course everyone knows how Canadian 
farmers have nearly doubled their 
output of farm products in spite of 
losing a quarter of their Workers 
during the war; but the food they 
produce for Canadians at home and in 
the services abroad, for prisoners of 
war,.and for Britain and the liberated 
countries is by no means the only 
war material that comes from farms. 

Here are some of the lesser known 
contributions of the farm to the war 
effort: alcohol from wheat, machin- 
ery belts from hides, parachute cords 
from ‘flax fibre, air conditioning fil- 
ter from cow’s tail hair, marine en- 
gine lubricants from rape seed, in- 
secticides from tobatco, plastics from 
oat hulls, plywood glue’ from blood, 
path-finder flares from whey, typhus 
vaccine from eggs, boxes from wheat 
straw, photographic film from sheep's 
feet, life jackets from milkweed floss, 
binder in plaster from cowhair. 

And from animal fats? The list of 
important war supplies which need 
fats in their production is almost 
endless, Here are a few: blockbusters, 
barbed wire, rubber, varnish, lubri- 
cating oil, leather, coated cloth and
